THE CURRENT parade of 


juvenile offenders into Lee 
county's halls of justice has 
brought to the surface an 
eternal problem in newspaper 
ethics. 


Should the names of juve- 


nile delinquents be printed in 
news stones? 


THERE IS much to be said pro 


and con on that question. And, 
there is no arbitrary answer. In 
the majoiity of cases, one opinion 
can be counter-balanced by an- 
other equally important. 


Society apparently h a r b o r s 


mixed emotions with regard to 
the subject. Criticisms for and 
against printing the names of 
young offenders 
frequently 
is 


\oiccd. It is obvious that no mat- 
ter \\hat course the press takes, 
there is bound to be sbme opposi- 
tion. 
ALTHOUGH THERE are more 


than two sides to every story, two 
major considerations are presented 
in analying the above question: 


What effect will the printing of 


names of delinquents have on the 
indvidual offenders? And,'what 
effect will it have on society? 
THERE IS a wide range of atti- 


tudes in this regard. In Massachu- 
setts, it's against the law for a 
newspaper to identify a child ap- 
pearing in juvenile court. In other 
states, orthodox practice is to omit 
voluntarily the names of juvenile 
delinquents. 


William Allen White went a 


step further. He refused to print 
anything about the first minor of- 
fense of anyone at any age. 
THE UNFORTUNATE effects, to 


the individual at least, of printing 
the name of a juvenile delinquent 
are obvious. As an offender against 
society, the named delinquent be- 
comes a target for social discrimi- 
nation and ridicule. 


It Is argued that.any possible 


-rehabilitation of a young wrong- 


doer is made more difficult when 
the minor becomes a mark for 
adverse public reaction. 
AND IT takes no stretch of the 


imagination to comprehend this. 
But then, what young offender is 
unaware of the risks taken when 
social codes are disregarded and 
broken? 


Crime, for thousands of years, 


has brought in its wake social 
penalties, just and unjust. There 
are those who consider public 
humiliation a just reward for per- 
sons who hurdle laws. 
ON THE other hand, there is an 


element of society tha*t believes the 
offender deserves another chance. 
... a chance to behave—or to de- 
velop along criminal lines. 


As pertains to the whole of so- 


ciety, there arc still more argu- 
ments. It is contended that the 
public can learn a lesson when 
names are published. 
WHEN ACCOUNTS of trials are 


earned m the press, identification 
of persons involved gives emphasis 
to the theory that society means 
business . . . the newspaper is 
dealing with actual people, and 
people have names. The fact that 
a crime is committed, to many 
persons, is not so important as who 
committed the crime. 


Another theory is that when 


borderline offenders realize that 
li\e individuals possibly their 
friends, arc meeting justice, they 
may be drterred from taking a 
similar course. 
AND IT'S also contended that 


persons who would have occasion 
to ndicule an offender are indi- 
viduals who already know the de- 
linquent and learn the offense with- 
out the aid of the press. 


In attempting to cope with the 


problem, a newspaper can ap- 
proach it in one of throe ways. 
.IT CAN refuse to print names of 


mmois except in cases where 
crimes aie of a heinous nature. It 
can insist on all names without ex- 
ception. Or, it can consider the 
circumstances of the individual 
and the clime, and act accordingly, 


Whaleier the course, public 


opinion will not be in complete 
accord. 
IF ALL names of juvenile offend 


ers are published, the paper runs 
the risk of injuring innocent per 
sons, of levying far greater punish- 
ment than needed in the case of 
some of the offenders. 


If no names are printed, bor- 


derline criminals eould develop 
the imprev»ion society- is letting 
up on Ihe lawbreaker, even pro- 
tecting him from justice . . . »o 
why not dabble in crime. 
AND IF a middle of the road 


thcoiy is adopted, the cry' arises, 
"You 
didn't publish the name of 


that boy, why did you publish the 
name of mine?"

Truman Predicts Collapse of Red Schemes 


Golden Age 
Forecast in 
Last Speech 


Advises Successor* 
People Entitled to 
Press Conferences 


WASHINGTON—(#)—Re- 


tiring President Truman pre- 
dicts Soviet Russia's aggres- 
sive schemes will collapse, 
sooner or later, under the 
greater weight of the free 
world's defenses. 


And that, he forecast in a fare- 


well message to the nation from 
the White House Thursday night, 
will lead tn a new golden age—to 
an era of spreading world author- 
ity, and of peace "as far ahead as 
man can see." 


Truman took over the nation's 


radio and television networks for 
a highly personal, sometimes emo- 
tional, review of his eight turbu- 
lent years in the White House. 


He pointed to dangers ahead—of 


a possible new world war that 
would dig the grave ol Western 
civilization and of its Communist 
enemy alike. 
,. 


He called for complete public 


support of his successor, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 


Gives Advice to Ike 


Finally, putting eight years of 


controversy behind, the outgoing 
President ended his valedictory 
with" a gentle: 


"Good night—and God bless you 


all." , 


As he did so, Mrs. Truman and 


Margaret appeared on either side 
of him for the TV cameras. 


Truman's last address came only 


a few hours after he handed a 
firm piece of advice to his succes- 
sor : 


Free-for-all 
news 
conferences 


may be tough on you but don't give 
them up—the people are entitled 
to them. 


Questions Cause Wincing 


It was at just such a come-what- 


may session with newsmen—his 
324th and last—that the President 
read a formal statement saying: 


"This kind ot news conference 


where reporters can ask any kind 
of question they can dream of— 
directly to the president of the 
United State s—illustrates how 
strong and how vital our demo- 
cracy te. There is no other coun- 
liy in the world where the chief 
of state submits to such unlimited 
questions." 


Ttuman acknowledged* with a 


grin that some of the questions 
he's been asked have made him 
wince. He accepted a reporter's 
suggestion that he's been known to 
make blunders at news confer- 
ences. 


To the 257 correspondents who 


squeezed into the conference room 
for this last chance to quiz him, 
Truman made it plain his state- 
ment was prompted by unconfirm- 
ed reports that Eisenhower might 
give up or at least modify the 
rough and tumble news confer- 
ences. 


Tidelands to Na\y 


Truman's final meeting with re 


porters dug up one anticipated 
news story: The President is about 
to issue an executive order re- 
serving for the national defense, 
and specifically for the Navy, the 
rich oil lands off the shores of 
Texas, Louisiana and California. 


Eisenhower has promisedho sup 


port legislation giving that oil to 
the states. The new President can 
revoke Truman's order but there's 
bound to be a fuss. 


Truman plainly tried by impli- 


cation in his radio-TV appearance 
to spike two of the Republicans' 
chief indictments of his adminis- 
tration : 


1. lie said his years in office 


have produced "positive policies" 
—that the nation has acted with 
"speed and courage and'decisive- 
ness," as it did in Koiea. "We 
have averted World War 111 up to 
now," Tiuman said, "and we may 
already have succeeded in estab- 
lishing conditions which can keep 
that war front happening as far 
ahead as man can see." The GOP 
claims.that the administration has 
allowed the nation to drift clone to 
A new world war. 


1 2. He' asserted that "real pros- 
perity" has been brought to the 
great majority of the American 
people. Here Truman challenged 
the' Republican charge that the 
country Is perched shakily on the 
crest of A war economy.

fore he leaves office at noon Tues- 
day turning the reserves over to 
the Navy as a national defense 
move.

—these were some «of the terms 
used on Capitol Hill to describe the 
action. 


Forty senators already have in- 


troduced a bill to give to the states 
control of the lands under the mar- 
ginal seas, containing billions of 
dollars worth of oil. President-elect 
Eisenhower has said he favors do- 
ing so. 


His stand may have helped him 


carry Texas, which is one of the 
states primarily affected. The oth- 
ers are "Louisiana and California. 


The Senate passed an identical 


measure last year 50-35 and the 
House by, an even bigger margin. 


Truman Vetoed'it with the asser- 


tion that it would amount to a 
100-billion barrel steal for oil com- 
panies. 


Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich) said 


Truman's proposed order could be 
revoked by Eisenhower just as 
easily as Truman could issue it. 
Or, Ferguson 
added, 
Congress 


could wipe it out. 


In New York, Eisenhower head 


quarters said the President-elect 
would have no comment because 
his views were well known. 


Sen. Long (D-La) said that "of 


all the illegal power grabs and 
seizures of President Truman, his 
tidelands grab is the most out- 
rageous." 


Rep. Herbert (D-La) called Tru- 


man "the most contemptible char 
acter who ever disgraced the White 
House/' 


Sen. Humphrey (D-Minn) de 


fended the President saying the 
offshore lands should be kept under 
federal control so that the revenues 
"can be used for all of our peo- 
ples."

A third American, Walter Lau- 


ber, is in custody for questioning 
in Vienna. 


U. S. sources in Vienna said oth-

Cecile, 36, a 
naturalized American, was report- 
ed to have disappeared and was 
believed to have fled to the Rus- 
sian-controlled zone of the city. 


Verber and Ponger are both na- 


tives of Austria but 'naturalized

Eisenhower wants all of his cab- 


inet choices approved by the Sen-; 
ate in time for them to take their, 
oaths of office on .Inauguration Day.; 


At the public hearing, Taft said 


he had little to ask, then remarked; 
that he understood the secretary-, 
designate ha* stated that "you will* 
regard yourself as a representa-! 
tive of the public and not 4. rep- 
resentative of a particular organ-' 
izatlon." 


"That's right," Durkin replied. 


"Practically None" 


The Ohio Senator asked whether

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President, Nation Would Lose If Ike 


Abandons Press Talks 


A good deal of interest seems to surround the question 


whether General Eisenhower as president will have the sort 
of free-wheeling press relations that his two predecessors, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry S. Truman, have had over 
the past 20 years. 


For some time reports have persisted that he would not, 


\that instead of holding regular press conferences he would 
take to the air and TV screen to tell his story to the Amer- 
ican people. 


Recently Ike told Hugh Baillie, president of United Press, 


that "of course there'll be press conferences.' But he didn/t 
say how often or how regularly. And his press secretary, 
James C. Hagerty, says decision on that must wait until Eis- 
' enhower gets squared away in Washington. 


There is no need for the capital press corps to get into 


an uproar over the present vagueness. An incoming presi- 
dent has a perfect right to review White House customs and 
to modify them to suit his own personality, the requirements 
of his administration, and the changing times. 


But the Washington newsmen do indeed have a strong 


case when arguing for continuance of the White House press 
conference as an institution. That case, as we have seen, 
. is not founded on any inherent right of a reporter to insist 
that a president follow the practices of his predecessors. Nor 
should it be reinforced by threats that failure to hold press 
conferences will guarantee the newcomer a bad press. . 


The case is built on the obvious wisdom and necessity of 


subjecting a president to the kind of give and take that oc- 
curs only in press conferences conducted by reporters long 
schooled in throwing sharp (often barbed) questions. 
In 


Britain, a prime minister and his cabinet must,face this test 
in Parliament. 
• , 
_ 


:, \It is not enough for a chief executiye;or any key, govern- 
ment official either to announce policjr without elaboration 
or to offer the public solely his own carefully tailbred"elabora- 
tion of it. Any new policy inevitably raises a host of ques- 
tions of interpretation, significance, impact on related prob- 
lems, etc. Very often the reporters, being closer to the pub- 
lic, understand more clearly than the governing officials 
which of these questions cry out most strongly for answers. 


No president .ought in these times, -when any policy in 


almost any field sends ripples of reaction through the whole 
range of government and into foreign capitals, to insulate 
himself against the newsmen's penetrating queries. Their 
barrage provides a test that any sound policy should be able 
to withstand. The press conference is an important gauge 
of practicability and public acceptance. 


General Eisenhower should feel free to alter the press 


conference technique in any reasonable way consistent with 
this fundamental purpose. But both he and the country 
would be losers if he should try to abandon this valuable in- 
stitution in favor of some sort of one-sided presentation of his 
policies.

Seek Advice of Your Physician on -Anesthetic 
To Use at Childbirth; Have Confidence in Him

Questions regarding 
childbirth 


are naturally of enormous interest 
to many women. 


Q—Many doctors seem to be giv- 


ing the spinal for childbirth. Is It 
better than ether? 
H. B. Y. 


Q—The subject of what should be 


used to lessen the pain of child- 
birth—or whether anything should 
be used at all—has been the sub- 
ject of study and learned discus- 
hions for many years. Both spinal 
anesthesia and ether have been 
used 
successfully 
thousands—or 


perhaps millions—of times, as have 
other anesthetics or pain-reducing 
substances. 


Perhaps Ihe method of anesthesia 


used at childbirth which is best is 
Ihe one with which the physician 
in charge has had the most expe- 
rience. It seems to me that ques- 
tions of finch a technical nature 


should be left to the physician and 
that the, patient can do this safely 
if she has chosen one in whom she 
has confidence.

Q—I understand that after 
a 


woman's tubes have been tied she 
can't have any more children, but 
my question is, can they be un- 
tied?

A—Attempts byr surgery have 


been made to reopen the tubes or 
oviducts after they, have been tied. 
If the original operation was care- 
fully performed, these attempts 
are not usually very successful.

walking. Otherwise, I am in good 
thealth. Is there something I can 
do about this?

A—This is unfortunately a com-

In all probability, 
there is not much which can be 
done to relieve the situation, but 
you should be extremely careful 
not to fall. If your feeling of inse- 
curity is too great, you should try 
to hold someone's arm when you 
walk, unless you can hold on to 
something else with your hands.

I hold this man to be intellectually warped because, granting that 


he actually ^doe» think by, those values, he convicts himself of com- 
mending the most corrupt president in our history, 
a swindler who hoisted his. two deadbeat sons on 
wide range of vulnerable suckers, permitted his ra- 
pacious wife' and daughter to harvest fortunes of 
highly questionable white -graft, planted about 30 of 
his ne'er-do-Avell, no-good " kinnery on the public 
payrolls, loaded the fed'eral bureaucracy with im- 
migrant spies' and1 traitorous native adherents of a 
hostile poweirV degraded the ideal ofi American pub- 
lic service to a depth never before plumbed by any 
American, and drew a blood bath which now awaits 
a generation which know* the scoundrel' only by 
reputation.

Whether he is a historian or just a propagandist, Kevins plainly 


is too intelligent not to know that Roosevelt's long presidency, 
marked the infestation of our government by a horde of liars and 
sophists and the official, organized repudiation of patriotism and 
honor.

flaunts her mournful weeds but 
seldom 
sought his company if 


there was a check to be had for a 
speech in Syracuse or Boston. 


Any other1 female with her rec- 


ord of barnstorming, lying (see 
her malicious defamation of Her- 
bert Hoover in the bonus riot pas- 
sage in her book), and patronage 
of Communists would have been 
relegated to her proper abyss. But 
Jhere is a move afoot to unstink 
& notorious regime by sheer au- 
dacity. 


I find no statement in Nevins' 


eulogy of Roosevelt which is not 
instantly refuted by the common 
knowledge of honest men. He re- 
calls, for example, that the tyran- 
nies of Hitler and the Japanese 
war lords were born of the "de- 
pression-" which is not true at all.

In Contracts 


WASHINGTON -C?)- A govern- 


ment committee accused many 
federal agencies today of failing to 
enforce the ban -against racial dis 
crimination contained in practical 
ly all government contracts. 


The committee, named by Presi- 


dent Truman a year ago to obtain 
better enforcement of the clauses, 
appealed to President-elect Eisen- 
hower to carry out a set of sweep' 
ing recommendations. 


"If every industrial and commer 


cial firm doing business with the 
federal government lived up to the 
letter of the non-discrimination 
clause in its contracts," the com- 
mittee said 'in a report to Tru- 
man, "bias in' employment would 
be a problem of the past." 


The committee, h e a d e d by 


Dwight R. G. Palmer of New York, 
chairman of the General Cable 
Corp., said investigations of dis- 
criminatory job practices in gov 
ernment contract work showed 
that government agencies, employ- 
ers and labor unions all were at 
fault at times. 


The committee recommended a 


number of new methods, including 
court injunctions against flagrant 
violations of contract anti-discrim- 
ination clauses and black-listing 
from doing further government 
business.

Federal Reserve Attempting 
To Stay Recent Record Debt 


. By SMI DAWSON 


NEW YORK 0>—The Federal 


Reserve Board has run up a red 
flap of warning on the mounting 
total of private debt. 
. 


Its action cornea Just before a 


new regime takes over at Wash- 
ington—a regime pledged to try to 
hold down the growing public debt 
and to put part of it into less in- 
flationary form. . 


The federal reserve action is the 


unromantic one of tacking an ad- 
ditional 4 per cent onto the federal 
reserve's rediscount rate. It will 
now cost member banks 2 per cent 
to borrow from the Federal Re- 
serve. The banks borrow these 
funds to get money to lend to cor- 
porations and individuals at 3 to 5 
per cent. 


Either the member banks will 


have to try to pass this on to.their 
customers in higher interest rates, 
or they will make less money 
themselves. 


The federal reserve apparently 


hopes that either alternative will 
discourage banks, and • their cus- 
tomers, from adding to th*e total of 
private debt—which has risen to 
record heights in recent months. 


Americans owe some 300 billion 


dollars—their federal government 
some 267 billion dollars. 


Consumer debt—buying on time, 


charge accounts, personal loans 
from banks—is at a record high, 
nearly 24 billion dollars. • 


Corporate debt has - soared, as 


companies borrowed money to fi- 


nance the greatest expansion of in- 
dustrial plant and equipment in 
history.' 


The housing boom of 
recent 


years has sent the total of out- 
standing home mortgages steadily 
higher, now nearly 60 billion dol- 
lars. 


Borrowing by businessmen to 


stock up for Christmas trade sent 
bank loans to a record in Decem- 
ber. 


Belief that industrial production 


will increase in coming weeks has 
sent many manufacturers to the 
banks to borrow capital to finance 
output and distribution — while 
waiting for the ultimate consumer 
to settle the chit by paying the 
merchant. 


The federal reserve action in 


raising the rediscount rate .won't 
reverse all these trends, of course. 
But it is intended to bring bank 
credit under closer control, to slow 
down and discourage any new 
spurt of debt incurrment by busi- 
ness and individuals. 


Bankers here express some sur- 


prise at the timing of the federal 
reserve action. Many of them had 
urged that it be taken last fall 
when bank loans 
were 
soaring 


week by week. 


It comes at a time when usually 


bank loans turn down seasonally. 


Some bankers think the federal 


reserve action is aimed now "at dis- 
couraging businessmen from build- 
ing up inventories through borrow- 
ing in the conviction that a new 
boom is in the making.

George Detinger 
Arrested, Charged 
As Foreign Spy 


BERLIN —(£) — East Germany's 


spreading purge of Communist offi- 
cials and their collaborators today 
engulfed the Red regime's figure- 
head foreign minister, George Der- 
tinger. The East Berlin press an- 
nounced his arrest on charges of 
high treason as a Western spy. 


Soon after the announcement, 


the Western German radio NWDR 
reported that Max Kellson, chief of 
the Soviet department of Derting- 
er's ministry, and his wife had 
been arrested. 


Dertinger was a, founder mem- 


ber of the Soviet zone's Christian 
Democratic Union, one of the four 
"non-Communist" parties collabor- 
ating in the East regime with the 
ruling Red Socialist Unity party. 


Keilson is a member of the 


Socialist Unity party. He served as 
editor of Vorwaerts, the party's 
first postwar newspaper, before 
joining the Foreign Ministry as 
press chief. Later he was made 
director of the bureau dealing 
with .Soviet Union affairs. 


Dertinger is the most prominent 


of the East zone clique to fall in 
the purge wave launched by the 
conviction in Prague of Rudolf 
Slansky and 13 other once-powerful 
Reds. 


The announcement of Dertinger's 


arrest said: 


"The arrest is based on his en- 


emy activity against the German 
democratic republic which he car- 
ried out in behalf of an imperialist 
espionage ring." 


A once spare, slightly built man, 


the 
51-year-old 
Dertinger 
has 


grown pudgy in office. The Soviet 
occupation of East Germany made 
his duties -primarily acting as a 
front in the signing of treaties and 
agreements and greeting highly- 
placed visitors who arrived in East 
Germany with Soviet blessing. 


The real boss of the ministry 


has been Anton Ackermann, Mos- 
cow-trained Communist, who held 
the key job of state secretary.

thing from the financial standpoint cannot be denied. Few colleges, 
even those considered big. ttme, could afford toe sort of program 
they we're trying to support, unless they happened to have a big 
time winner. 


But don't let the fact that the end of unlimited substitution 


means that the Idea of two platoons is dead., It may mean 
that offensive and defensive teams are gone, but the bigger 
schools probably will have two platoons just the same. 
NOW THE COACHES' will be building two teams of about equal 


merit. One to play the first half of each quarter and one to play the 
last half. • And it will then mean a need for additional reserves to re- 
place injured or exhausted men on the first two squads. These addi- 
tional reserves, or firemen, will be your new style of specialists.

Kicking specialists are a thing of the past, though, un- 


• 'less some provision is made for them on point after touchdown 


attempts. Actally, as you know, the clock is stopped at this 
point and. coaches may be able to work around the idea say- 
ing that these specialists are not actually in the game. 
THE ARGUMENT that niore boys will- lose the chance to play the 


game shouldn't hold too much water if the boys themselves play it 
smart. 


Now that they no longer have a good chance to make one 


of the major colleges two platoons, unless they are good 
enough to play both offense and defense" equally, .some of 
them may attend smaller schools where their chances are bet- 
ter. If so, it should help balance the power of football, raising 
the status of the small universities that have been on the 
verge of disbanding football for a less expensive sport.

Terrill's survey showed that all 


ivestock products accounted for 64 
per cent of this'total Income. 


Cattle and calves ranked second 


as a source of livestock income, 
with 17 per cent, followed by dairy, 
12 per cent; poultry, 8 per cent; 
and sheep, 1 per cent 


A further breakdown of figures 


'or the 10-year period showed that 
lield crops sold off the farm ac- 
counted for 34 per cent'of the total 
ncome, and horticulture products 
the remaining 2 per cent.

Mines Bureau 
Reports New 
Low in Deaths 


WASHINGTON WP>— The Bureau 


of Mines Wednesday, reported a 
record low fatality rate of 0.84 
deaths for every million man-hours 
worked in United States coal mines 
In 1952. 


Director J. J. Forbes said the 


new record compared with a pre- 
vious low of 0.90 deaths per million 
man-hours in 1950. 


The bureau said there were 541 


coal mining deaths in 1952,. a new 
low, but "still too great a price to 
pay for coal." 


Forbes said a general downward 


trend since 1940 was broken only 
three times in the last dozen years. 
He noted that the' Centralia, 111., 
disaster in 1947 and the West 
Frankfort, 111., mine explosion.in 
1951, largely accounted for in- 
creases in those years. 


Several million tons of matter
